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FRENCH ELECTIONS AND ENGLISH CRITICS. 

THERE is some instruction and amusement to be got by observing, 
from an independent point of view, the way in which ‘the Freneh 
in England. It illustrates our political 
morality and our own political prospects. Besides, it furnishes a 
topic to which large questions relate themselves—no slight advantage 
in a period when apathy and small bits of legislation divide the na- 
tional mind by turns. 

The elections themselves are surely a enrious spectacle, and per- 
haps unique in the history of the world. We have seen despots, aud 
we have seen universal suffrage, but we have never before seen both 
together. Cromwell (uot that Ae is to be compared, ia mind or 
heart, with modern rulers) summoned Parliaments of his own: but 
the theory of their creation was not that the suffrage should be

general; nay, so far from it, that he let nobody elect who did not 


possess property to the extent of two hundred pounds. In fact, 
“universal” suffrage is quite a modern idea; while to unite it with 
absolutism is the most modern of all. It is an attempt to unite the 
two most opposite theories of all government—the theory that power 
belongs to might, and the theory that it is an expression of the mere 
choice of the community. Accordingly, there is no consistency of 
principle in the way it is carried out. The popular will is not left 
free. Sometimes it is cajoled—sometimes it is menaced. 
thousand Jittle agents of imperialism are at work upon it. The 
Government evidently does not believe its own theory. It professes 
that it needs the assistatice of an assembly, and that this assembly 
But, 
practically, it shows that it considers itself to have a deeper right than 
such free action could confer, by dictating what that free action should 
produce.

ought to be chosen by the free action of every nuit in France. 


In short, it lays claim to a Divine Right—not of an ancient 
kind, like the former one, but still, like it, supremely confident in its 
own superior moral position. ‘Thus curious is the last result of the 
polities of the nineteenth century! What is rea? abont it—viz., the 
fact of the dominatlon—is the old story over again—old as the Assy- 
rian relics ; while, unfortunately, what is unreal about it, is just what 
it derives from the latest and newest theories of liberty. 

Well—the spectacle excites in Eugland an amusing variety of criti- 


eisms, The common or average British view which is found in 
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society is probably that the French are unfit for freedom —that “this 
man manages them admirably,” &c. This we venture to call ‘ The 
Roast Becf of old England” view, which rests at bottom on the 
theory that we are the only nation fit for freedom, just as we ars the 
only nation that brews good beer, ‘Then, the common respectable 
Briton always likes an established empire, with its palaces, carriages, 
pictures, and so forth. Hence he sympathised with Louis Philippe 
when he was turned out by a mere mob; and now he transfers his 
kindness to Louis Napoleon, becanse he has the trappings of “ re- 
spectability ’ about him. This, we say, is a common view, thongh 
it belongs rather to the quiet aud harmless than to the active and 
prosélytising mind, 

But there is a class of clever fellows, who, recognisinz this respect- 
able British instinct, make good literary use of it. They look at the 
elections, and they hear the wailings of democracy ou both sides of 
the channel, and thea they begin—‘“There’s your wild liberty for 
you! That's what comes of not submitting to constitutional govern- 
menta. ‘Take care how you grumble at the Crimean failures and at 
Downing Street. Cherish your mediocrities ! 
glers! Or—be tyrannised over by a despot!” 

There is its own share of truth in this way of talking; but, for 
our own parts, we think the advice ought to be given to other per- 
sonages likewise; and that the moral is a two-edged one, of which

Does Mr. Dickens talk of “ Cireumlocution ¥” forthwith 
we are warned against a despotism. Does he dilate on the miseries 
of millions? the same cry is raised. Surely, this country must be in

But we have no such craven fears believe that it 1s wise to 


apply the most uuhesitating criticism 
any fears of despots in jack-boots ; aud we know, besides, that the 
one way of saving a system is to work it well—for that on y cowardice 
protects corruption from the fear of something else. 


There is yet another body of critics, with a third way of handling 


the French elections, in this country. ‘This comprises the extreme 
men, who heap on Napoleon every vituperation, aud do not cndeseend 
to reasoning at all. But this class is not numerous, The true viv 


media for an Englishman (who is bound to treat his French allies 


with a reasonable courtesy) is to give all Vrench parti 8 fair play, to 
insult none of them, aud to store up what political wisdom thcir pro- 
ceedings inspire him with. On this system, a man may, without 
undne heat, form and express some independent opinions about these 
elections. 

In the first place, we should say that this eagerness of the Govern- 
ment to inflnence them, 1s not a sign of health or strength. Tt has

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too much the aspect of a juggling with principles. It will inflame 
the Republicans more than ever; aud help to diffuse an idea that 
Imperialism is apt to dabble iu hypoerisy. 

But the good sign of the affair is this: 
belief that modern Imperialisin (however its pretence to stibmi: toa 
forual expression of uviversal suffraze may be false) yet exists only 
in fact, and can stand only in time, by working for the people. This, 
which was the earliest conerp ioa of mousrehy, and which was loug 
forgotten all over the world, is reviving bow 48 a popnar notion. 
Even stam elections keep irnalive, tis the one a that ean keep 
a govertment of anv kind sweet, ina political atmosphere like the 
modern ene, To suppose. however, that a coverumeut really eap ble 
of its work would necessarily require the suppression of the tutelleerual 
life of the country, woud be to suppose this lie aa untrne thing, 
which is absurd. And so we may tuke the capability of satisfying the 
intellectual life as a test of a dyuasty’s fiiness—a test which the Na- 
polcou one has not yet fulfilled. With such ideas, there is no need 
to “take aside” iu the elections at all: an Euglisnman can con- 
tentedly see the Dictator and the Republicans mutually check each 
other and improve each other, for the benefit of France—though 
bound to recognise that, at present, the latter do uot yet fair play, 

With regard to the lesson to England, we bave indicated our view 
as to what it is already. ‘To “crow over” the phenomenon is 
simply foolish and vulgar—while nothing can be plainer than that 
such phenomena eau only be avoided by a nation’s voluntarily dis- 
charging those duties, the neglect of which brings on, first revolution 
and then despotiem, But it is the height of absurdity to suppose that 
our adtwinisiracion can offurd to be bed, because the badness of 
those of other conutries has produced difficulties. Let us get a wiser 
moral ont of the elections in France.

THE PERSIAN EX°EDITION AND TREATY OF FEACE. 
Tne ratification of the treaty of peace with Persia was effected only jnst 
in time to save the important city of Shiraz from succumbing, as Bushire 
and Mahommerah had already done, before the advanciog columns of the 
British expedition, When General Outram detached a portion of his 
army to effect the capture of Mahommerah, it was understood that Shiraz, 
the former capital of Persia, and a city with oomethiug like 40,000 ir. 
habitants, would be the next object of attack, Lu spite of its bastioned 
walls, nearly four miles in circumferevce, there is iiitle dowbe but that it 
could only have interposed an ineffectual resistance to the vielorious 
advance of our better disciplined troops. It was saved, however, from 
the horrors of an assault by the unreserved acceptance by the Shah of 
the conditions of peace which Ferukly Khon had himself constiained 
to agree to at Paris, One of the most interc edifices in 
Shiraz is the Royal Palace, commonly called Ark, or citadel, 
It is surrounded by wails, withia which are enclosed weil-planted gardens, 
watered by running streams. ‘The palace was formerly the residence o! 
Kerim Khan-le-Zend, who preferred the tide of Vekil to that of Shah of 
Persia—a prince whose virtues are still spoken of with pmde, not only by 
the people of Shirsz, but by the Persians in general.

lowed by Persia to any other Power. The dignity of the British 
Crown is to be vindicated in the person of Mr. Charies Murray, who is to 
receive in state a letter of apology ior some offensive remarks of the Shah, 
and to be solemnly invited to the camtal, He is to be conducted thither 
in state, to receive a visit from the Prime Minister, to be aecompamed by 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Aifairs io che palace, and presented by 
him to the Shah. He is to receive spother visit the day after from the 
Premier, at noon; which visit Mr. Murrey is to retara the next day—at 
the latest, before noon. ‘This part of the treaty has already gone into opera- 
tion. Mr. Murray, Minister of Sngiand to Persia, quitted Bagdad on tne 17th 
of May, with all the persons attacied to his Legation, on his way to ‘Teheran. 
He wasaccompanied by Ati Khan, who had been despatched ty the Court of 
Persia for that purpose, No private names or domestic circumstances ap- 
pear in the Treaty. There is not a word abvut the propoved electric tele- 
graph or the Euphrates Valley line, or any port or emporiam in the Gult, 
or about the Russian acquisitions of territory on the Caspian. Russia 
only appears under the euptiuism of “the most favoured nation.”

“Last night we read the paper written by the English Minister P enipoientiary, 
and were much surprised at the rude, unmenning, diegusti g. and insolent tone 
and purport. The letter which he tefire wrote was aiso impertinent. We have 
also heard that in hisown house he is constantly speaking dierespectfaliy of us 
and of you, but we never believed it; now, however, ve has introduced it in an 
official letter. We are therefore convinced that this man, Mr. Murray, is stupid 
ignorant, and insane, who has the audacity and impudence to insult even kings! 
From the time of Snah Sultan Hossein (when Persia was in its most disorganised 
state, and during the last fourteen years of hia lite, when by serious iliness he 
was incapacitated for business), up to the present time, no disrespect towards 
the Sovereign has been tolerated, either from the Govermment or its avent. 
What has happened now that this foolish Mmister Plenipotentiary acts with 
such temerity? It apoears that our friendly missions are not aequeinted with 
the wording of that document; give itnow to Meerza Abbas and Meerza Maloum 
that they may take and duly explain it to the Frerch Mmister and lsder 
Effendi, that they way see low improperly he has written, Since last night 
till now. our t'me has been passed in vexation. We now command you, in order 
that you may yourself know, and also acquaint the missions, that until the 
Queen of England herself mak-s us a suitebie apology for the insolence of her 
envoy we will neverrecvive back this her foolish Mrnister, who is a simpleton 
nor accept from her Government any other Minister.’ 2

FRANCE. 

Tuy. opposition or incependent caniidates for the representation of the 
people of France seem to increase in! umber and in audscity. Cavaignae, 
Carnot, Goudchaux, Simon, Peiletan (of the “Siéele ”), Garnier Pages, and 
other men of known republican te ndencies, are mentioned as having issued 
bulletins or addresses to the electors in various plices, Some of the Freach 
journals, taking courage, dare to assume that the people are really free to 
choose, and altogether the Freach people are enjoying quite a little satur- 
nalia of liberty. We begin to wonder how it will end,

s that two important tribes, the Beni-Renguitlet

BELGIUM. 

‘Tue Ministers presented to the King a report, dated June 12, in which 
they Senna his Majesty to close the Tastee Session of 1856-7, 
and consequently the adjournment of the discussion of the measure which 
had given offence to the people. The King accordingly published a decree 

losing the session. The decree was accompanied by a letter, in whieh his 
Gisiecty devlores the incidents which followed the notorious “ project of 
law,” and -ays :—“ You have acted with the greatest loyalty, and the most 
entire gocd faith. You are firmly persuaded that the project of law carried 
into effect would not produce the grievous consequences expected of it, 1 
will not pass judgment upon the project: | would never have consented to 
give a place in your legislation to a law that could have produced the fatal 
results which are feared; but, without entering into an examination of the 
law in itself, take into account, as you do, an impression which has been 
produced upon a considerable section of the people. ‘There are in the 
countries which oceupy themeelves with their own progress these rapid, 
contagious emotions, propagated with an intensity easier to be stated than 
explained, aud with which it is wiser to make terms than to reason... . 
I believe that we ought to abstain from agitating sny question that can 
kindle war in men’s minds. [am convinced that Belgium may live happy 
and respected, by following the paths of moderation; but I am also eon- 
vinced—and 1 say it publiely—that any measure which can be interpreted 
as tending to giz the supremacy of one opinion over another, that such 
mesure is a danger.” 

The Turkish oficers on missions in the principal towns in Belgium have 
been suddenly recalled. This event, coupled with the rumours touching 
the attitude of the Belgian Minister at Constantinople, would seem to 
indicate a certain tension in the international relations of the two 
countries,

Tn Pope, in his peregrination, arrived at Bologna on the 9:h instant, 
On the 29th of May, the Governor-General of Lombardy had an interview 
with him at Pesaro. The statement that he is warmly received dovs not 
continue to be made so uniformly as heretofore. It is now suid that his 
reception is respectiul, but cool. Cardinal Antonelli has prohibited the 
Communal Councils from assembling, lest they should state their grievances 
—a sure way of preventing extravagant expressions of loyalty, 

A dreadful accident happened in Leghorn on the 7th instant. At the 
theatre of the Aquidotte, a play representing the siege of Sebastopol was 
being performed. One of the rockets let off to give the eilvet of the bom- 
bardment set fire to the side scenes; a panic seized the audience, a rush 
was made to the windows and doors, and in the med? 43 people were 
killed and 134 injured. On hearing of the catastrophe, the Grand Duke 
immediately set out for Leghorn, and visited those that had been carned to 
the hospitals.

FRENCH EXPEDITION TO J4PAN. 

IN days whee evervbody travels, aad every mile-stune and almost every 
other stone froar Panto Beersheba is an old ¢ oquaintunee, i is something 
to be ensbled to congratulate oneself upon the fact that there is at least 
one corner of the ghibe where Brown, Jones, and Robinson tiave not 
penetrated, and over which there floats an atmosphere of agreeable mystery. 
We Europesus know nothi or nest lo nothing, of the inferior of Ja- 
pan, acd even those seaports winel vessels have occasionally visited offer 
almost untrodden fields of observation, Under th clrewstanees, the 
cugravings Ou the next pi will, we trust, not be unacceptable to our 
readers, They are from ske'ches by M, de Montravel, the commander of 
the expedition sent by the French Government to open offisial communie 
cations wih Japan, with the view of obtaming the same privileg’s that 
were niceudy enjoyed by the United States and our own country, ‘The exe 
pedition arrived im the bay of Nagasaki, the priueipal sewport and ecom- 
mercial city of Japan, during the month of May, in last year, and the 
members of it were received with great ceremony by the governor of the 
city, an event which the chronicler of the expedition, with characteristic 
modesty, ryyards ats the first step towards the introduction of civilisation 
into the Japanese territory, 

It was at erht eclock in the morning of the 25th of May, that the 
French officers set out ou their visit to the governor, They proceeded 
tu the town the ships? hoats, tiie procession being headed bya Japanese 
canoe, carrying the master of the ceremonies, followed by a kind of stats 
barge (aterned with rich stuff, and jepsneed and ornamented with 
gold) which was propellee by a cumber ol athletic rowers, entirely naked, 
whose strokes were directed by the sound ofa formicable gong. As the party 
neared the town, boats and canoes of all sorts aud siz's put off on. every 
side, to join the procession, until at length the whole biy seemed alive 
wih this miniature fleet, The bay itsed is described as being extremely 
beautiful, and the town, which stands on a slope, is regularly built, and 
moreover very clean. ‘The liouses are mostly of one storey, and constructed 
of clay and wood, coated with cement, They boast of spacious verandahs 
and Venetion blinds, and have oiled paper in plice of glass for windows, 
Tae principal ed are the palaces of the governor and other grandees, 
the Dutch and Chinese factories, the arsenal, several theatres, and uowards 
of sixty temples, enclosed within beautilally laid-out gardens, in most of 
which stend elaborate and tautastieally carved pagados, japanned and 
otherwise ornamented with gold. Nagasaki, as our readers are no doubt 
aware, is the only port of Japan which is open to foreign traders; and the 
Dutch aud Chinese who bring their goods here are confined to the dismal 
island of Desima, which stands oif the shore, and appears to be strongly 
fortified. 

On arriving at the gates of the palace, the French officers were conducted 
by the master of the ceremonies through a long range of galleries oceupied 
by guards and attendants, who remained with their bodies beat tothe yround 
in token of respect. Alter waiting for a brief while in an ante room, they 
were introduced into the presence of the governor, whom they fonnd 
seated at the ead of a spacious apartment Near him was seated the

The deputy-governor is 
not so vid a man, and 4s far more active in his movements, ‘The expression 
of his eyes denotes intelligence, while his thiu, smiling lips convey 
the impression that he is somewhat given to sarcasm, Having exchanged 
salutations, the governor said he was pleas d to weleome the first French 
officers who had landed im Japan, and hoped that they would meet with 
every altention and assistance during their stsy in the couatry. The 
several officers were then formally presented to his exoellency, after which 
they were conducte! to an apartment, where they were serve with sweatmeats 
and fruits. ‘Chey subsequently returned to the presence of the governor, 
who, atter some three hours’ vegoeiation, was induced tu grant the varions 
coneessions desired by the French Government. Since the return of 
this expedition, seme doubts appear to have arisen as to how far the 
Japanese were actuated by good faith in their several treaties with 
European Powers. All doubt on the subject may now, however, be con- 
sidered xs set at rest, since the determined attitude recently assumed in the 


| port of Nagasaki by the captains of two British men-of-war. 
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It will be remembered 
that about a couple ot 
months since, news reached 
this country, to the effect 
that two Koglish vessels of 
war, alter having visited 
the ports of Simoda and 
Hakodadi, appeared before 
Nagasaki, but were refused 
admission by the mandarin 
acting as governor.

lay and sing to them—the two thousand five hundred, with General Costa 
in front, arranged ona slope at the foot of an organ, or t mple of metal 
pipes, the residence, to judge by the inscription beneath the roof, of Messrs, 
Gray and Davison, who, however, are only the builders. 

Nhe vast slope covered by the two thousand five hundred seems marked 
ont like a map, Beginning at the west of the organ, and stretching be- 
neath it, to rise again towards tne east, is a white but fertile tract of gauze, 
muslin, and young ladies, across whic pours one long stream sun. 
light. West and east of the white tract are two piebald continen!s of | 
cloth, calico, and men, joined by a parrow isthmus formed of the same ina- 
terials, Ali along the south is a brown forest of fiddles, and in the 
very centre of the whole of this musical world, rising several teet above 
the level of the sea of heads which surrounds il, is a mountain in the shape 
of a big —very big—drum, 

‘The conductor is looking towards the orchestra, so that Mr. Brown. 
smith, the orzanist, must necessarily have his back turned to him. Ac- 
cordingly, a louking-glass has been placed in front of Mr. Brownsmith, at 
such an angle as fo reflect every movement of Mr. Costa’s ddfon. 

The solo singers were the five vocalists whose presence is considered in- 
dispensable at every musical festival in the kingdom—without whom 
none, in the language of the reviewer (at one penny per line), is “ con- 
sidered complete.”

The Queen was not present on the “Messiah” day, but everybody 
thought she was; and when “God save the Queen ” was sung, all eyes were 
turned towards the back of the compartment in which she was supposed 
to be sitting, and the front of which could only be seen from the orchestra. 
According to this arrangement, it will only be necessary to execute the 
national hymn, and it will always be taken for io that her Majesty 
is in the Palace. On the other hand, when her Majesty is really present, 
“God save the Queen” need only act to be played, for it to be at once 
understood that she is absent. We may addthat on Wednesday, when the 
Queen attended the performance of “Judas Macesbeus,” the thousands of 
gentlemen and ladies who had arrived from the country would have felt 
an additional pleasure in seeing her Majesty’s face ; nor would she be at all 
the less popular for giving (he most public and avowed support to a series of 

formances such as those which have just taken place in the Crystal 
Piece, and which are eminently entitled to the epithet of national. 

Our readers are probably aware that every large open-air concert, how- 
ever much a “monster,” that has ever been given, has failed; the clouds 
are too fur off to act as a good sounding board, and the requisite vibration, 
or com ion of vibration, does not take place. The sound is in fact 
wasted in the expanse of air, A similar result has attended nearly every 
experiment that has been made with musica! enteriainments, on however 
vast a scale, in buildings not constructed expressly for them. A concost in 
the House of Lords, for instance, would be a dreadtul failure, end the 
choruses and instrumental pieces performed at the Palais d@’Luadustrie in 
Paris, on the occasion of its closing, although well executed, neveriheless 
disappointed every one. Accordingly, we must say that the effect of the 
chorus and orchestra at the Crystal Palace far surpassed all we hed an- 
ticipated, while the organ, placed higher up, and therefore nearer the centre of 
the building, appeared quite unsurpassable, as its deep-swelling tones filled 
every part of the Palace, producing a feeling of completeness in the ear 
which was quite apart from anything like noise, 

Nor were the clear penetrating tones of Clara Novello’s voice ever heard 
to greater advantage than in the solo verses of the national anthem. Her 
notes must have been heard at the furthest extremity of the hall, although, 
as — admirable soprano sang without the slightest appesranee of 
effort. The wonder of the day was of course the execution of the 
“ Hallelujah .” by the chorus of two thonsand, the orchestra of five 
hundred, and the organ—a musical engive of at least two hundred and filty 
instrument power, It is difficult to give any idea of the effect of this 

ifieent chorus so magnificently executed, In endeavouring to imegine 
it, S reader must think not only of the number of the executants, selected 
from the best choral societies in England, of their thorough familiarity | 
with the sublime music, and of their excellent final training by Mr. Costa; 
but he must also picture to himself the eleven thoussnd persons comprising 
the audience, ri simultaneously with the choir; the vastness of the 
improvised music hall ; and lastly, the entire fourteen thcusand—the popula- 
tion of asmall town—all either pouting forth or drinking m the seunds of 
the grandest music in the world, Certainly ihe thought of the sympathies 
aroused in the souls of these fourteen thousand persons, hy weans of a few 
lines of notes, written on a not very large sheet of paper, by a man who |

There is less applause, less noise, less ugliness, more beauty. Tere hi 
been an exhibition of the Nature-Treasures of the United Kingdom at the 
Crystal Palace during the past week, which for form, colour, delicacy, and 
grace could not be equalled in any part of the world, It is certainly a 
great privilege of genius to be able to coliect such audiences as these; and 
we admit, after all, that if Handel had come to life for either the Monday 
or the Wednesday of last week, he would have been astonished, 

On Wednesday, “ Judas Maccubeus” was performed, and the effect of 
the scene was heightened hy the presence ot Royalty. The Queen, aud 
Prince Albert, Prince William of Prussia, and the VPrineess Royal, the 
Archduke Maxinuliaa of Austria, and whe young Prince of Wales, with 
some,¢f the junior iches of the Royal family, occupied the seats reserved 
for them beneath a gold and crimson canopy erected on the north-east 
corner of the great transept gallery. The apprarance of her Majesty was 
of course the signal for an outburst of applause, in recognition of which 
she bowed her acknowledyments, The performance of the Natic 
Anthem, by the colossal choral and instrumental orchestra now coim- 
meneed, end a! the conclusion the oratorio of “Judas Maceabeus” was 
proceeded with. The suceess of this performance was quite equal to that 
of the “Messiah” on the Monday. There was a repetition of the graud 
elfcets of the orchestra and chorus, a repetition of the equally magnificent 
weather, and more than a repetition—in fact,a great increase—in the 
number of persons present. 

Shortly after the termination of the oratorio, the fountains enacted their 
parts in the day’s proceedings, with less obstructions from the weather than 
they had to encounter during their Monday’s evolutions.

THE EXHIBITICN OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 

Own notices of the Royal Academy pictures have been so prolonged, and 
must now so rapidly be brought to a close, that we are afraid (so brief 
must be the allusions we ure enzbled to make to the remaining pictures) 
of perpetrating one of those “ Massacres of the Innocents,” which form the 
traditional portion of the end of every parliamentary session. 

Awoug the land apd sea-scape painiers of the more elevated class, 
the most ambitious and imaginative 1s Mr, Francis Danby, A.R.A., who has 
a large picture of the “Court, Paluce, and Gardeus of Alcinoiis—a Ruddy 
Morning,” (245). A very ruddy morning itis indeed, and a ruddy pieture— 
almost too ruddy, suggesting in its intensty of glow, an idea almost analo- 
gous to that propounded by Mr. Sanmel Weller about the flunkey in the 
scarlet inexpressibles, whom he met at the Bath footmen’s “ swarry,” and 
whom he proposed should he placed behind the fe:.der in a public-office in 
lieu of 2 grate full of live coals, Mr. Danby’s picture as an architectural 
composition merits sli praise. In aérial perspective it is admirable; but 
we must protest against these perpetual “ blazes,”

The extraordinary basaltic formation of the Antrim ¢ ne: 
Giant's Causeway is most scientifically drawn, But the most commen 
feature in the manipulative aspect of the pic ure is the astonishing dexte 
of management displayed in the aérial perspective. The contliet betw 
the elements of air and water is rendered with as much furee and truth 
as skill; and it appeals alnost to our sevse of heving es well to that of 
sight, and we seem to hear the sound of the raging waves and the howling 
wind, 

Mr. Stanticld’s remaining pictures are—* Fort Socoa, St. Jean de Luz” 
(61), one of those felicitous combinations of maritine and mountainous 
effect in which the painter excels ; “ Calais Fishermen taking i 
—Storm coming on” (308), very breezy and full of mover 3; and “A 
Calm in the Guilt of Salerno” (371), vlue, sunny, and delicious in ats 
limpidity. 

No, 25, “ A Crab and Lobster Shore,” by E. W. Cooke, A.R.A,, is a most 
elaborately-painted, and, above all, marvellously drawn, representation of a 
stony beach, as true to nature as a photograph, but scarcely more so. It 
is marred by that coldness of colour which alone prevents this artist’: pic- 
tures from being perfect in their way. As the faculty of seeing colour, | ke 
that of hearing melody, ‘s a natural gift, we must uot find fault with Mr. 
Cooke for this defect in his vision, wliich is atoned for by so many excel- 
lencies, Since it appears we must have class painters to the eud of the chap- 
ter, we may congratulate ourseives on the possession of a “ marine painter” 
like Mr. Cooke, who in diversity of subject acd rejection of conventionality, 
is infinitely ahead of all competittors—in his chosen branch. Nos, 442 and 
500—* Morning alter a lieavy Gale,” and © A Bit of Kuglish Coasi”—are 
equally favourable specimens cf this artist. May we ve allowed to ask Mr. 
Cooke if the mere ribbed skeleton of a ship with scarcely a plank left—in 
the former picture—could possibly have kept afloat under the cireum- 
stances ? Me. Cooke doubtiess knows best; but the incident looks like a 
stretch of probability, Still, we are aware that truth is often incredible, 
No. 535, “ A Thunder-cloud passing over the Dutch Coast—Tide on the 
Turn,” honourably completes the list of Mr. Cooke’s contributions to the 
present collection, This picture is much brighter im colour than the 
others. 

OF the younger landseane painters,“ The Mountain Path ” (136), J.T. 
Linnell, the only contribution of this rapidly improving artist to tle Aca- 
demy, is painted with most praiseworthy attention to nature ; and the rmgged 
asperities to the scene are given with much vigour of handling, Why, 
however, will both the Linnells persist in depicting vegetation continually in'a 
state of decomposition? Surely all brauches are vot dead, all leaves are 
wot withered, all sap dessicated? ‘Liese otherwise admirable landseapes 
seem sfllicted with a chronic state of dryrot. 

Iu coutradistinction to these “sere and yellow” renderings of nature, we 
have an intense admiration for “green meat” exemplified in Mr. J. E. 
Meadows, who im“ Wroxall, near Shanklin, Isle of Wight” (289), and “ A 
Pustie Landseape” (304), gives us a dazzlingly-verdant representation of 
earth and sea, for all is one to Mr. Meadows, and his ocean is well nigh as 
green us lis trees. There is, however, a sparkling freshness and crispness 
about this painter, which can scarcely fail to please. 

Mr. I. U. Edis has a “ Portrait of Mr. Dallas, the American Minister” 
(159), a grand old man, with flowing white locks, painted very massively 
and genial, though sober in colour. The painter would be entitled to 
greater praise had he not had so good a model to paint from. 

Mr. Kwsight has a couple of excellent portraits—the one “ Sir C. East- 
lake, P.R.A.,” the other “Mr. Ward,” the inventor of the Wardian fern 
case, whom he has surrounded with ‘not merely appropriate but effective 
accessories, 

Amoug other portraits, we may mention Mr. Pickersgill’s (the Academi- 
cian) figure of “ Major Mackenzie, 72nd Highlanders” (+6), aud his “John 
Tidd Pratt, Esq.” (131), the latter of which is a very thoughtful, earnest 
rendering of the features of the gre:t joint-stock Jaw luminary. “The 
Vice-Chancellor—Sir R. '!, Kindersley” (224), by G. Richmond, is auotler 
very well executed legal portrait ; but the palm ot portraiture we must this 
hee adjudge to Mr. Franeis Grant, R.A., whose “General Sir George Pol- 
ock” (220), painted for the East India Company, as a gift to Addiscombe 
College, is a really noble periornianre—the “ Portrait of a Gentlenian,” as 
the hackneyed catalogue-term has it, it is true, but of oue who was every 
inch a gentleman and every inch a soldier, Mr. Grant?s success in fenjale 
pereiite no one will dare dispute. His portraiis of Mrs, Peel and Mrs. 
Markham are exquisite in their several ways—the one a charmiog example 
of unaffected taste, the other novel end piquant in the extreme. With 
regard to the latter—the striped petticoat and tightly-laced boot, which would 
have become meretricious in the hands of a Frenchman, is, according to Mr. 
Grant's treatment, nothing but what is scrupulously decorous. “ Mrs. Sidney 
Greafell” (337), by the younger Mr. Vickersgill, is a not unsucegssiul effort ; 
and “'lhomas Landseer, Esq.” (639), by Mr. George Landseer, is a head, 
almost comical, but most intellectual, and though painted in a somewhat 
slovenly manner, must not be passed over unpraised, for it is a wonderfully 
faithful likeness of one, probably most diflicult to paint. 

Tn criticising the Exhibition of tle Royal Academy, the most invidious 
task that falls to our lot is that of noticing the sculpture exhibited. The 
paucity of the collection, the mean room, the wretched light, the tawdry 
fittings, and the general abstinence of our greatest sculptors to send 
works to an institwion where they are exhibited under such disadvantages, 
miske us almost wisl—remembering the giories o! foreign Gly plotheca— 
that there were no sculpture he all for us to criticise. : 

The year 1857, however, has brought a few noticeable works in marble 
to the dingy stvols of repentance that cumber the seulpture room, Mr. 
Mathew Noble, whose dizniiied statue of jesty was recently inaugu- 
rated at Peel Park, Manchester, sends a bust of the Queen—executed for 
the late Kirt of Ellesmere.

All the company of her Majes'y’s Theatre appear at the festivals, from

DOUGLAS JERROLD. 


Tue death of Douglas Jerrold has crested a wider anda deeper sensation | 


even than might have been anticipated from the tact tiat he was the last 
great wit in England, and that with him expired powers of a kind which 
had already become traditional. But Jerrold’s eareer was just of tha 
character to give interes! to his death—beyoud the interest whieh attends 
the loss of any man of mark ; and those especially who know how steep is 
the upward way to friendless mem of letters, feel and understand his loss 
most perfectly. 

Douglas Jerrold was born, according to some accounts, in London, avd 
according to others at Sheerness, on the Scd of January, ISU. THe was 
christened Douglas Wiliam Jerrold, Douglas having beea the maiden 
name of his graudmother. His father, Samuel Jerrold, was manager of 
the two theatres of Sheerness and Southend, and in these sea-places much 
of his childhood passed. Among the theatrical folks who pliyed on his 
father’s stage was Edmund Kean, who carried hin on the boards in 
“Rolla,” aud with whom he also appeared on the stage asthe “ Stranger’s ” 
child. Bred amongst sator’s and shipping, it was navural that Jerrold’s 
early thoughts should turn towards a nautieal life; and, ater much useless 
remonstrauce, his father obtained fur him a midshipman’s commission on 
board a man-ol-war. His commander, Captain Austen, brother of the 
great novelist, was fond of theatricals, and the ollicers got up private 
plays, Stantield, then a common seaman belure t e mast, painted the 
scenery, an Jerrold superintended the stage. When Jerrold was trans- 
ferred to another ship they parted company, to meet again in after years, 
first at the Coburg, where the one was scene-painter and the other dra- 
matic hack, and afterwards on the stage of Drury Lane, where Stanfield 
painted the scenery for “ The Rent Day.” : Sc eek 

Jerrold soon tired of the naval profession, for which, on account of his 
delicate health, he was physically unfitted ; and he was now, in accordance

He subsequently 
became the Editor of “ Lloyd’s Newspaper,” a post in which he is succeeded 
by his eldest sou, Besides domestic dramas, satires, aud fictions, Mr. 
Jerrold produced some dramatic works of a high order of merit ; 
story, wonderfully 
related—and “The Bubbles of the Day”—one of the witties: and best- 
constructed comedies in the English Janguage—siand pre-eminent, The 
titles of some of his other {pieces may be added: “Tne Catspaw,” “ Re- 
Urea trom Business,” “The Prisoner of War,” “Cupid,” and “The Heart 
ot Gold.” 

‘The taculty in which Jerrold peculiarly excelled may be described as a 
combination of the terse thoughtfulness of Rochefoucauld with the brilliant 
humouro! Sheridan, For years he supplied London with witticisms and jeur 
de mots which travelled the round of the clubs aud drawing-rooms, foreiag 
many a mecting to laugh aud be merry despite itself, and rescuing num- 
berless dinuer-parties trom fashionable dulness. 

He died on Monday the Sth of June, half-an-hour after n idday. He 
had only bee ill a week or ten days. On the previous Thursday he had 
risen from his bed, and, though ill-qualifjed for labour, sat at his desk and 
wiote, No one thought he was so near his end, for he seldom complained, 


| oud it was only when in the greatest agony that he «.iowed even a moan 


to escape his lips, With the few intim inends who were per- 
mitted to see him, he conversed cheerful! », speaking of his ailments with 
the contitence of recovery ; and as his face fused with the excitement of 
‘he visit, it was imposeible—alier hearing his clear, calm voice—to imagine 
that his life was in such immediate peril. 

Up to the lest hour, all about him had hopes of his ultimate recovery. 
He had twice betore been seemingly wearer death than then, and yet he 
had escaped. The doctors, too, spoke promisingly of his chances of life. 
He alone seemed to be aware that his end was immiuent. When some 
one asked him, “How he feliP” he replied, “ As one that is waiting and 
waited for.”

DESTEUCTION OF PICKFORD'S WAREHOUSES, 
CAMDEN TOWN. 

Last week we gave a brief account of the terrible conflagration at 
Pickiord’s railway goods depot, Camden ‘Town, which took place on 
Tuesday night week. We now give a pictorial jilustration of the scene, 
with a more detailed accouut of the catasiroplie. The premises were 
situate at the northern entrance of the goods depét of the London 
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and North-Western Railway, at Camden 
Town. They consisted of a series of open 
sheds, the roofs being of slate and glass, sup- 
ported by immense woodeu beams and stout 
iron columns; the premises usually contained, 
of course, a large amount of very Various mer- 
chandise. Beneath was stabling affording 
accommodation for a great number of horses, 
which at the time of the fire were in their 
respective stalls. 

There had been an unusual influx of busi- 
ness on the evening of the catastrophe, and 
it was past ten o'clock before the Liverpool 
and Manchester goods were drawn out of the 
warehouses, The invoices for these were 
still in course of preparation by the clerks, 
when a sudden alarm of fire ran through the 
building, aud, on looking up from his desk, 
the principal book-keeper observed an un- 
usual glare of light at the extreme north- 


eastern corner of the premises, imnme- 
diately adjoming the engine-house, and 
in close proximity to lofts in which 
hay snd straw for the use of the horses 


were kept. Almost before time had elapsed 
to ascertain the real extent of the danger, the 
flames had spread into the main varehouse, 
and in a few moments the whole arca was 
threatened with destruction. The clerks were 
terrified, and fled precipitately, leaving their 
books and papers open on the desks; most of 
these, if not all, were alterwards recovered at 
great risk, By the exertions of some dozen 
carmen, more than one hundred valuable 
horses were set loose and Were driven out of 
the building, whence they galloped wildly 
about the neighbourhood; but one, an un- 
tameable animal, which, it is said, only one 
man could manage, perished in the thames, 
Some pigs and other live stock were also re- 
leased, but many perished. The outbreak 
occurred about a quarter-past ten o'clock, and 
in Jess than twenty minutes the whole build- 
ing was on fire. 

Shortly before eleven the brigade engines 
began to arrive in rapid succession, but by 
this time the entire body of the building was 
one mass of flames, the great gates were al- 
ready gone, and in the centre could be seen 
wagon after wagon, and truck load after truck 
load of goods dropping down with a loud crash 
as the fire gained the mastery over them. The 
flagstaff on the swnnnt o. the building pre- 
sently iguited, and was blazing upwards when 
the brigade poured Immeuse streams on the 
frout of the building, which had become so 
hot that the water actually hissed, and the 
wall gave out copious clouds of steam as it 
dashed against it. The firemen, however, 
could do nothing more than confine the mis- 
chief to the warehouses ; bat these were 
utterly destroyed. 
intended for places south of Manchester were 
burnt as they stood upon the tracks, ant, in 
addition to these, several! thousands of pouuds? 
worth of property stored in the warehouses, ind 
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waiting orders for removal, were irrecoverabl) 
lost. 

Explosion alter explosion added to the scens 
of devastation, which was not a little height- 
ened when, at about half-past eleven o'clock, 
the roofs of the stabling, upon which the solid 
paving of the sheds was laid, and which wer 
all supported upon arches to the extent oj 
about two acres, gave way, carrying with them 
the whole of the burning mass beneath 
Shortly after, the great northern w:ll fell with 
a tremendous crash upon two barges laden 
with corn, which were lying in the cut of the 
Regent’s Canal, immediately beneath. The 
barges were buried under the ruins; and the 
currevt was almost stopped, causing the water 
to flow over the towing-path. The fire now 
rapidly burnt itself out, gradually dying fo 
lack of uel, and leaving a mere mass of ruins, 

When the horses were turned out, they 
were drivenmostly along the Hampstes d and 
Kentish Town Roads, in the direction of Higts- 
gate and Hampstead Heath, and this was 
pearly fatal to Mr. Inspector Fidge. He had 
seen the fire, and was riding rapidly down 
Highgate Hill, when he was suddenly met by 
a drove ot the frightened horses, which were 
galloping up the hill at the top of their speed. 
In an instant he was in the midst of them, 
horse and riger being overthrown. Beyond 
be ing terribly shaken, however, and covered from 
lead to foot with mud, he sustained no ir jury 

Uhere are various rumours as to the origin 
of the calamity, but none of a positive cha 
By some it is alleged that the fire 
was caused by the sparks of the chimney of 
one of the baryes igniting some hay and straw 
in the gallery ; by others that it was from one 
of the men’s pipes or a lucifer match The 
estimated loss has oeen still more variously 
reported, and of course exaggerated. It was 
said that 40,000 quarters of corn had been 
destroyed. The entire quantity in the ouilding 
was 400 quarters, with 1,200 quarters of beans. 
It tuckily h ippened, too, that the quantity of 
goods within the warehouses at the time of 
the conflsgiation was comparadveiy very 
small, owing to the fact that all the import 
trains for the north had been despatched, and 
time was given to stop, by telegraphic mes- 
sages, the incoming trains. The entire weight 
of goods (many of them of small value) which 
was destroyed is about sixty tons, and the in- 
surances effected upon them cover the loss. 
The building itself was insured for a consider- 
able amouut, and the loss on it will be small. 
Neither the line nor other works of the rail- 
way were affected. Report assessed the dam- 
age at exactly £250,000. Mr. Iluish, the 
general manager of the railway, says, “ With- 
out being able precisely to state the amount, | 
have little hesitation in saying that in all 
probability this sum is about four times the 
rea] amount, including the building.’ Tem- 
porary premises were immediately erected, and 
the business was scarcely interrupted. 
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THE VIVIAN MEMORIAL. 

A staTve to the memory of John Vivian, Esq., late M.P. for Swansea, 
has been erected in that town of copper-smithies, iron foundries, and tin- 
plate workers. The statue, which is from the design ef Mr. J. E. Thomas, 
is in all respects most satisfactory, The individuality of the original is 
well and gracefully preserved in the modern costume, the position is easy 
and dignified, and the relative proportions of the statue and the pedestal 
are excellent. The statue, which is of bronze of unusual richness, was 


cast in one piece. The pedestal is of Cornish granite, and weighs at least | 


twenty tons. It bears the following inscription :—

The 2nd of June was the day appointed for the inauguration. Un- 
fortunately rain fell very heavily in the morning, and any very brilliant 
or successful demonstration appeared hopeless.

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THE NEW BRITISH MOTH, PETASIA 
NUBECULOSA. 


Ir might probably be thought that the persevering in- 
vestigations of our entomologists during the last twenty 
years would haruly have resulted in the detection of any 
native insect left unregistered and undescribed by their 
industrious predecessors ; yet new species are turning 
up every season. At one time it is Mr. H. Doubleday, 
at another, Mr. S. Stephens, at another, Mr. Douglas, 
who in turn bring to light some fine insect to be added 
to the British eatalogue. The most recent discovery is that 
of the fine moth hereengraved, which was recentlycaptured 
in Scotland by Mr. Cooper of Liverpool, and since by Mr. 
Fox of London. So great was the excitement on the 
Occasion among enthusiastic entomologists, that’ one 
of the first specimens was sold for the sum of £7. It 
appears that Mr. Cooper had gone to Scotland to collect 
unusually early in the season—so early, indeed, that few 
of the species he had expected had appeared. But he 
was rewarded for this disappointment by finding himself 
Just in time for the appearance of an insect, the very 
existence of which, in the British isles, he did not even 
Suspect. The capture of the first specimen of Petasia 
Nubeculosa was quite an entomological triumph. The 
only other British species of this genus was Petasia 

assinia, a much smaller variety, popularly known as 
“The Sprawler,” a name which has been given also to 
the new species, which is already spoken of as the “ Ran- 
noch Sprawler,” from the place of its first capture, in 
Perthshire, 

The caterpillar feeds upon the birch, and it is therefore 
inferred that the noble woods of Balmoral, a closely neigh- 
bouring region, may be found abounding with this 
handsome native insect, which has hitherto been sup- 
posed to be confined to the Continent. Esper has 
figured it in his valuable book as a native of France 
and Germany. During the same collecting tour it was 
discovered that the rare and beautiful moth, Endromis 
Versicolor, popularly known as the “Glory of Kent,” was 
also to be found in tolerable abundance in this part of 
Scotland ; while in the localities hitherto recorded as 
places of its eapture—the woods of Kent, and some

NEW STREET LETTER-POST. 

Tue last few weeks has seen the removal of most of the ugly-looking 
letter-posts which about a couple of years azo were set up in the streets ot 
the metropolis. These have given place to a more tastefuily-shaped sub- 
stitute, an engraving of which will be found on the present page.

WINDOW GARDENING, NO. 13. 
FERN-CASE COMBINED WITH A SMALL AVIARY. 

IN an article published some time back we suggested the introduction 
into fern-cases of gay-flowering plants during their time of blooming. We 
have now to suggest a further novelty in the shape of a small aviary within 
the case devoted to the culture of the elegant foliage of the fern tribe. A 
very agreeable effect may by this means be produced, for the canaries or 


| other small birds have the appearance of being surrounded, as it were, by a 


| miniature forest, among the gracetul foliage of which their flitting move- 


ments and cheerful song are productive of a very novel and pleasing effect. 
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FeRN CASE COMEINED WITH A SMALL AVIARY. 
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The construction of such a case as that represented in the engraving 
would be after the usual fashion, with the exception of the supplemental 
\viary, the proportions of which are intended to be as follows, though a 
somewhat smalier scale might be adopted if only a single bird or a pair 
| Were introduced, The scale of the present design, however, would 
be more desirable both for the plants and birds. It is three feet 
long, the space reserved for plants extending 10 inches on either side of 
the cage, or aviary, which is 16 inches wide. ‘The height, to the eom- 
mencement of the sloping roof, is 18 inches; and the height to the point 
where the sloping glass roof meets the wire-work of the cage, 9 inches 
more, making the total height 27 inches, the wire-work rising about 6 
inches above, The square flat upon which the bottom of the cage rests is 
mised 12 inches above the general basement of the case, towards which the 
surface, composed of soil and rock-like stones, is made to slope pictur- 
esquely, The only peeuharity in the structure of the cage is, that the four 
sides are of glass, the top only being wire. ‘The little spiral ornaments, &e., 
next to the cage, form in fact part of it, the projecting ledge or cornice 
to which they are attached protruding sufficiently to fit tightly and accu- 
rately over the final rim of the glass case, and so perfectly uniting in ap- 
pearance the aviary with the fern-ease. It will be seen at once that a cage 
thus constructed will, when let in at the sijuare opening at the top of the 
case, and allowed to rest on the raised stage prepared for it, produce pre- 
cisely the effect represented in the design. The dimensions of the cage are 
—externally, 16 inches long by 12 wide, and 15 high, immediately be- 
neath the cornice—the wire-work dome rising about 6 inches higher, and 
making its total height about 18 inches. If it should be found that the 
air does not circulate with sufficient freedom in the lower part of the cage, 
a few small perforations might be made in the bottom, corresponding with 
similar openings made through the stage or level on which it stands. 

With reference to the ventilation of fern-cases generally, we may here 
observe that it is certainly desirable to epen the fern-case occasionally to 
admit a fresh supply of air, whenever the surrounding atmosphere is in a 
genial state. It will be observed, however, that this will have the effect of 
causing the moisture to evaporate, and occasional watering will accordingly 
be required to renew it, whereas in constantly-closed cases the addition of 
fresh moisture is only requisite at very long intervals. On the nice ob- 
servance of the fitting tine for the admission of air, and the desirable 
quantity and frequency of a fresh supply of moisture, will materially 
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depend the success with which ferns and other plants 
may be cultivated in a case of this description. ‘The 
few touches of gay colour which are derived from 
blossoming plants add materially to the general effect. 
The following plants thrive permanently in a fern-case 
under precisely the same treatment as the ferns them- 
selves: — Torrenia Asiatica, the blue and purple. 
blotched fiowers of which have a very striking appear- 
ance amongthe ferns; and the crimson ivy-leafed gera- 
nium—especially the small variety known as the Etoile 
de Ves,
